NEIGHBOURHOOD WATCH PC to invite John Neild-and David Hood to take charge. 

AYNHO STATION SURVEY revealed a promising number of potential users. Survey 
results to be passed on to rail users’ group via Tony Baldry MP. 

CHRISTMAS TREE PC will provide this important village symbol and focal point. 
HOUSING SURVEY About 240 responses so far, of which one in four indicated a need 
in the parish for low-cost housing not otherwise provided. Most favoured buying 
rather than renting (typical price range £35-£45,000), had less than £12,000 
annual income and lived in Deddington. There were 20 immediate need cases, and 53 
foreseen within the next 5 years. The’ advice of the Rural Housing Trust is that 
the response rate is comparable with that: of other villages.

and excessive informality at Parish Council meetings, and in particular that Clir 
Todd, who declared an interest in the Solar Designs application, was allowed to 
speak on it, though not vote. The Chairman quoted froma standard work on local 
council administration to the effect that the requirement for councillors to 
abstain from discussion or voting on matters in which they had an interest (which 
should be declared) referred specifically to direct or indirect financial 
interest, and no other kind.

DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 
As there is no January issue of The News, Buffy Heywood is including some entries 
from the diaries of the Rev Catton Risley for December 1840 and January 1641. 

4th December - Boat load of coal arrived at Aynho Wharf, part of it, 14 tons, for 
Clifton poor... 

Sth December - A Justice's Meeting at Kings Arms, present C Dormer Esq, I Lechmere 
Esq, C Bowles Esq and myself. A good deal of business was transacted. A. case 
accompanied with very strong circumstances of suspicion was heard against a person 
from Sandford of receiving stolen grain knowing it to be stolen. JI did not think 
the evidence against the parties sufficient to justify their committal to take 
their trial for the offence. I differred in opinion thereon with Messrs Lechmere 
& Dormer, Mr Bowles inclined to my opinion on the matter, but thought there was 
enough against them to warrant their being bound aver to the Sessions ta appear 
there and answer to any charge that might be preferred against them. Lechmere was 
highly incensed because I took the view of the case which I did - and said "if a 
similar case occurred again he would never enter the room at the Kings Arms any 
more" ~.I believe I simply did my duty, 

9th December ~.Called in at the Church - Spfers began pustine up the new Worth 
Door, Thomas was extremely insolent and I gave him notice to quit. 

11th December - Wrote a note to Mr Field announcing my intention of not. acting in 
Petty Sessions as a Justice at Kings Arms any longer except in cases. of. necessity 
- in consquence of what transpired there last Saturday. 

24th December - I had had four sheep killed for distribution among the poor, Was 
busied in apportioning and sending out to the Parish at large with the hamlets 
six sheep - as a Xmas gift to each family from Susan and myself. 

and January - a monthly Justice's Meeting ~ I did not attend it purposely for 
particular reasons - the name of Lechmere will explain the matter. 

6th January - Mr Field called to announce to me the acquittal at the Sessions of 
the person from Sandfard bound over to appear to answer a charge of felony in 
having sundry stolen grain - I was much rejoiced at the result, having differed in 
opinion with my brother magistrates Lechmere and Dormer about the guilt of the 
parties.

I REMEMBER, I REMEMBER..... by Martha Sykes 

I was born in New Street, Deddington, in the year 1909, In the years following, 
Deddington was a very pleasant village full of characters and customs, One such 
character being old Teddy Lake, a retired rag & bone man, very jovial, he never 
Jet his fire out winter or summer, just raked the ashes out. On the right hand 
side of New Street coming from Oxford was an old public house which had 
underground passages leading to the Castle Grounds. When my father, Frank Sykes, 
was a boy he used the passages frequently. It is now a private house. On the right 
side of New Street a few houses up, was an opening called Batger‘s Alley. On the 
left side lived a veterinary surgeon with the name Dr Bull. Two brothers, called 
Jack and Batger Page, lived in the alley in a delapidated house. They were almost 
vagrants, spending six months in their cottage and six months in Woodstock Work- 
house in the winter. Batger would bring his can to our house for some boiling 
water, and mother always gave him a spoonful of tea and sugar in it as well. 


In High Street lived Capt Bledsoe, a well known horsedealer. One day while I was 
taking a message from the lady who I did domestic work for, the Prince of Wales, . 
later Duke of Windsor, arrived to look at his horses. I was told to stand still, 
which I did.. A very charming Prince. I don’t know if he bought an horse. 

In Deddington House lived Capt Holford, who very kindly let Deddington school 
children have their sports day in his large garden each summer. In Market Square 
next to Miss French's sweet shop lived a gentleman called Mr Coggins, who each 
year on Deddington Horse Fair, would throw shovels of red hot farthings to the 
waiting crowd of children, myself included. We waited until they cooled, then 


bought sweets from Miss French,

I attended the Wesleyan Chapel. We gave some very good concerts, iS : 

‘there being no television then. The vicar of Deddington Church 

was the Rev Boniface, a very venerable old gentleman with a flowing white beard. 
He lived in the vicarage with his sister who was elderly. On Saturdays he ran a 
Children's Lending Library. I spent many happy Saturday afternoons reading the 
books, mostly brown paper backed ones.

FROM ALAN GARDNER, THE DAEDINGS, DEDDINGTON 
Anyone who has walked to the Cemetery will be aware of the traffic dancers 

in Hempton Road’ beyond Windmill Stores where there is no footpath and traffic 
normally moves at well above the. permitted speed limit. It is especially 
dangerous for the elderly who go to tend the graves of their loved ones. Despite 
repeated requests, the County Council have refused to allocate funds to construct 
the footpath, although they have no objections to another party paying for it. 


Now that the Parish Council have ample funds, I suggested to them in 1989 that a 
footpath might be constructed and the then Chairman advised that this would be 
done in conjunction. with the Windmill Community Centre drive. I was therefore 
surprised and disgusted with our elected representatives on the present Council 
when I learned from a Councillor that they are not honouring that acai Is 
the matter of road safety so low in their priorities?

The report in November Deddington News (Parish Council meeting, page 2] on the 
history of the Windmill Centre building is so seriously inaccurate it cannot .be 
allowed to pass without correction. It in no way reflects the full range of 
information presently held by the Parish Council, but rather represents one view 
only, The story is long and complex and so I will summarise. 


Between early 1983 and January 1985 the Parish Council, through its Working 
Group, briefed the PC-appointed architect Carl Middleditch toa praduce a design 
for the. hall. Progress was difficult. As building was finally about to begin, an 
independent firm of structural engineers expressed serious doubts about the 
safety of the design on two counts. Their opinion was subsequently confirmed by a 
second consulting engineering firm employed by the architect himself. Building 
regulation approval had been issued by Cherwell DC subject, to satisfactory full 
structural calculations, which they had not received at that point. 


The builder stopped work in February 1985 while the architect submitted a revised 
design. This madified design would have resulted in less usable indoor space, and 
in any case it solved only one of the safety problems. At this time the Working 
Group became seriously concerned about the design's total viability, and lost 
confidence in the architect's technical competence. They recommended to the PC 
that his services be terminated, and this was agreed. Under-pressure from the 
builder to resume work to avoid incurring financial penalty, a new design had to 
be produced speedily. Brian Bond, who had been retained as supervising. 
architect, was briefed to. design the present steel frame structure. Of the 
£32,000 additional cost thereby incurred, £6,000 was due to the steel frame. The 
balance was an amalgam of extra architect fees, aba arcana cast..to the builder 
because of delays and new site work etc. 


I understand that the present PC has decided that it would be too risky and 
costly to proceed with legal action to recover the extra costs. It is my view 
that this reflects more on the uncertainties of the law rather than doubt as to 
the correctness of the actions the Parish Council took at the time. With the 
passage of time, new councillors will have become confused over the facts. I hope 
this account clears up any. misunderstandings so that the file may be closed.
